10. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 16, 21-23, 26-27, 29, 32-34, 41, 60, 62-64, 67-72, 80-83 are 
allowed. 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

12. The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render 
obvious the combination as claimed specifically including a urinary catheter assembly 
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having a urinary catheter with a proximal end for insertion into the urinary canal, a 
lumen therethrough, and a distal end with an opening for draining urine, a tubular 
catheter package accommodating the urinary catheter with a proximal end for a catheter 
outlet to project the urinary catheter from the catheter package and an distal end having 
an opening for draining fluid out of the catheter package, wherein prior to use the 
opening is closed, thereby preventing fluid flow through the urinary catheter and the 
catheter package, by a closing structure located on the distal end of the urinary 
catheter, the closing structure being configured to open the opening in the catheter 
package upon projection of the urinary catheter, thereby allowing fluid flow through the 
urinary catheter and drainage from the catheter package.
